Fortified Headquarters at 
Highlands Invaded—Evi- 
dence of Graft Reported 
Found.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Thirty- 
five simultaneous :aids along the 
New Jersey and Long Island 
coasts, uncovering a gigantic 
liquor smuggling ring, headed by 
two of the most notorious boot- 
leggers in the country, operating 
its own fleet of ships, radio sta- 
tion, many trucks, roadhouses and 
| storage houses were conducted yes- 
terday afternoon by Federal pro- 
hibition officers of New York and 
New Jersey. 

The whole incursion was so fast 
and decisive that the 32 men ar- 
rested were hardly aware of what 
was taking place. It was the most 
successful attack on the bootleg- 
ging industry in the history of 
prohibition, 

The headquarters of the liquor 
ring, on a hill in Highlands, N. J.., 
was protected with machine guns 
well concealed. abel POM lookout 
‘atop the 6: ermitted a view 
of the countryside. There were 
underground trenches. Many cases 
of tiquor were seized there, 
‘as well as the guns, trucks, val- 
uable records and ammunition. 
|Among those arrested were Mannie 
Kessler and Morris Sweetwood, 
both of whom have served two- 
year sentences in Atlanta for liquor 
violations. The two have been in 
courts here many times on liquor 
charges. 

Evidence of Graft. 

William J. Calhoun, prohibition 
administrator for New Jersey, who 
directed raids against a $1,000,000 
liquor ring, today studied seized 
records which local newspapers 
said disclosed the apparent “pay- 
ment of large sums to public offi- 
cials.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Sena- 
tor Hiram Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, received rough handling 
today at the hands of the Senate’s 
lobby investigating committee, be- 
fore which he appeared to explain 
his recent action in taking an of- 
ficial of the Connecticut Manufac- 
turers’ Association into the secret 
meetings of the Senate Finance 
Committee while it was revising 
the tariff. 

Senatorial courtesy went by the 
boards as the committee members 
put the former Yale professor 
through a savage cross-examina- 
tion. 


On Two Payrolis at Once. 
Bingham told how he had em- 
ployed Charles L. Eyanson, assis- 


tant to the president of the Con- 
necticut Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, as his secretary during con- 
sideration of the tariff bill, and 
had. kept Eyanson “at his elbow” 
at secret sessions of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, of which he is 
a member, till the objections of 
other committee members had 
caused him to stop the practice. 

Walsh and the others of the 
committee brought into sharp re- 
lief the fact that Eyanson was on 
the Senate payroll at the same time 
that he was receiving a salary from 
the Manufacturers’ Association. 

The tortured countenance of the 
“tall sycamore from Connecticut,” 
as Jim Reed called him, gave evi- 
dence of Bingham’s mental distress 
under the grilling of his associates. 
They treated him at times with a 
severity that would have been un- 
usual even in the case of an ordi- 
nary witness. 

Caraway’'s voice dripped sarcasm 
and the cold biue eyes of Walsh 
were never colder. Senator Rob- 
inson, regular Republican of In- 
diana, not only failed to come to 
the rescue of his harassed col- 
league, but joined in baiting him. 


Handled Without Gloves. 

The merciless, often contemptu- 
ous, examination of Bingham by 
his fellow Senators furnished a 
spectacie without precedent in the 
recent history of Congressional in- 
quisitions. Senators usually handle 
their colleagues with kid gloves. 

Two or three times, Caraway in- 
terrupted the witness with the re- 
mark that the committee didn't 
want to Hsten to speeches but 
wanted plain answers to its ques- 
tions. 

“Did you or didn’t you?” ‘was 
Walsh's curt way of cutting short 
an explanation. s 
| Bingham said he found that 
Eyanson’s presence in the closed 
session of the committee was “dis- 
tasteful” to the other committee 
members and so he desisted from 
the practice of taking him there. 
Further questions developed that 
Senator Smoot, chairman of the 


committee, told Bingham of the at- 
titude of the other members and 
said that. he himself (Smoot) ob- 


jected to Eyanson's presence. 


Connections Kept Secret. 

Bingham declined to say what 
Other Senators had secretaries 
present.in the executive sessions of 
the Finance Committee. 

“Did any of the other Senators 
know that Eyanson was on the pay 
roll of the Connecticut Manufac- 
turers?” he was asked. He said 
they didnot. 

Bingham said that when Eyan- 
son was exciuded from the secret 
sessions, all the other secretaries 
were excluded also. His point was 
that Eyanson was on the same 
footing throughout as the secre- 
taries of other Senators. 

Walsh dropped the subject with 
the cold observation that it was 
fruitiess to pursue the discussion. 
at this time. He then began to 
quiz Bingham about the tariff in- 
creases granted on Conneeticut 
manufactures.

OURISTS are finding the toll bridges 
an increasing nuisance and expense. We 
boast in America of our magnificient 
highway system and we pay more than 
$800,000,000 a year in motor taxes to keep 


it going. On top of this there are several 
hundred toll bridges in the United States 
either already in operation or under way. 

There are special! exceptions—such as the 
Hurison Hiver bridge, the Camden bridge 
and the Tri-Borough bridge—where toils 
may be justifiable because of the extra high 
capilaj cost, Some communities have built 
bridges from bond issues to be paid in part 
by gradual increases in assessment on the 
property which benefits. 

Ata matter of broad public principle the 
toll bridge is not justifiable. A highway 
without bridges is like a car without wheets, 
incomplete and useless) Bridges must bé 
ané normally .are considered the part of 
any highway system, and they should be 
paid for out of highway expenditures with- 
out any special burden on the public ex- 
cept In very unusual cases. 

. Eugland is following. in America’s bad ex- 


ample, as there are 150 toll bridges in that 
country. Ireland and Scotland uave, to their 
credit, the proud boast of u series of high- 
ways with no toll bridges whatever. If 
Ireland, with its limiteq resources, and Scot- 
land, with its reputation for ciose tiguring, 
cab manage their highway systems without 
special tolls, certainly as resourceful a coun- 
try as the United States can reduce and 
ultimately do away with this new form of 
robbing the motorist.

Although always a good hitter, 
Meusel was benched late this sea- 
son in favor of young Sam Byrd. 
His passing as a member of the 
Yanks occasioned little surprise, 
but it had been expected that if he 
was to go he would be used in a 
trade calculated to strengthen the 
former champions for the next 
campaign. 

Bob Meusel has been a member 
of the New York Americans since 
1920, when he came to the Yankeeé 
from the Vernon club of the Pa-/ 
cific Coast League.

As long as a camerman works 
on a picture he never hears the 
dialogue of the players.

HIS will not, however, be 
. the first dangerous and un- 

usual adventure undertak- 
en by McConnell. Aside from 
his service in the war, he is 
chiefly remembered as one of 
the outstanding members of 
the Canadian Arctic Expedi- 
tion in 1913-1914. 

He was assistant to Vilhjal- 
mur Stefansson and was his 
meterologist on board the 
“Karluk.” On the same trip 
was George H. Wilkins, an- 
other famous explorer. Mc- 
Connell thrilled the world by 
leading a rescue party into 
Wrangel Island, Siberia, after 
the “Karluk” had drifted away 
into the Arctic Sea and was 
wrecked. When he reached 
the spot, however, most of the 
members of the exploring 
party were dead. 

McConnell later served in 
the United States Air Service 
during the war, distinguish- 
ing himself.in the Argonne of- 
fensive. At other times he 
was a railroad survey engineer 
in Idaho; superintendent of a 
gold mine in Nome, and a 
well known writer of scienti- 
fic articles. 

For a time he was associate 
editor of “Recreation” and for 
the past few years he has been 
an assistant editor of the 
Literary Digest. 

He has a wife and.child, 6- 
year-old Allen McConnell, 
who will remain in New York 
and eagerly await news of his 
progress in the wilds. Mrs. 
McConnell said she had no ob- 
jection to her husband's un- 
usual experiment because “I’m 
sure Burt knows how to take 
care of himself, anywhere.”

cCONNELL, in appear- 
M ance, is a typical office 

worker, in good health. 
He has a wide scientific know)- 
edge of natural foods and has 
steeped himself in wild life 
lore in preparation for his ad- 
venture. 

“I don’t expect to have an 
easy time of it,”” he said before 
leaving on the train for his des- 


if thrown into a primeval en- 
vironment. I’m going to prove, 
for one- thing, that man can 
adapt himself to any environ- 
ment. 

“IT expect, also to throw 
some light on the methods the 
primeval cave man used in 
making his home, of creating 
means of defense and of ob- 
taining food. 

“That is why Iam going into 
the wilderness absolutely naked 
and without food or weapons. 
I will fashion a wooden spear 
with which to catch fish. I'll 
make a fire through the old- 
fashioned method of rubbing 
two sticks together. In order 
to slay game I will make a bow 
and arrow. The game, of 
course, will provide me with 
food and clothing.” 

Through a special arrange- 
ment, readers of the Post-Dis- 
patch Daily Magazine will be 
able to follow McConnell’s ex- 
citing experiment. He will be 
equipped with but two symbols 
of civilization; the camera and 
writing material. He will take 
pictures of his surroundings, 
and of himself, for the camera 
has a “self-snapping” device— 
of the various methods he finds 


necessary to adopt in order to © 


sleep, eat and survive in his 
strange environment. 

McConnell plans to leave his 
manuscript at a certain spot in 
the wilderness. This will be 
picked up by a trained guide 
who will not, however, have 
any contact with the “cave 
man.” 

Among the famous advrentur- 
ers who already have hailed the 
experiment are Rudolph Kerst- 
ing, secretary of the Explorers’ 
Club; George Palmer Putnam, 
the publisher;-and James H. 
Clark, assistant director of the 
American Museum of Natural 
History. 

“It seems to me that this is 
a truly unique undertaking, 
very colorful and rich in human 
interest,” said Mr. Putnam. 
“What perhaps appeals to me 
most is the far-reaching educa- 
tional value of McConnell’s ex- 
periment. I look forward to its 
developments with the keenest 
interest.” 

“His experiments and adven- 
tures,” said Mr. Kersting, 
*“‘should provide thrilling read- 
ing. It is a unique undertak- 
ing which is sure to attract a 
tremendous amount of inter- 
est.” 

The first chapter of McCon- 
nell’s experiences and adven- 
tures will be published tomor- 
row.
